Gloria,

My response is attached below, along with the relevant guidance. It clearly
communicates the difference between the GPRA measure - Site Wide Ready for
Reuse - and the Ready for Reuse Determination.  The two were very muddled in the
letter to you.

However, my response does not address their specific requests for coordination
if/when we proceed with the Ready for Reuse Determination.  Truthfully, if I need
information from the site owner/RP, then I ask.  And the stakeholders generally
weigh in if there is a particular type of reuse that needs to be addressed in the RfR
(like Big Tex).  But otherwise, its an EPA document and there's not alot of
coordination with owners/stakeholders.  They don't see a draft, only the final after
its signed by state and local government.  Let's discuss the level of involvement of
all stakeholders for the RfR so you can address it in the response letter.

Let me know if I addressed your two items below or if there needs to be additional
information added.
